Hitler Wouldn’t Take Czech Population “As 
a Gift,” Open Letter to Viscount 
Runciman. Asserts.

ROME, Sept. 15. — Italian as- 
surance was given today that 
Reichsfuehrer Adolf Hitler would 
not take the Czech population of 
Czechoslovakia, “even as a gift.” 

This was interpreted by some dip- 
lomats as an indirect offer of Ger- 
many to guarantee the Czechs in- 
tegrity of their new frontier if they 
give up the Sudeten German areas 
to the Reich. 

The assurance, embodied in an 
open letter to Viscount Runciman, 
British unofficial mediator of the 
Sudeten dispute, published in Pre- 
mier Mussolini’s Milan newspaper, 
Il Popolo d'Italia, was understood 
to have been written by Mussolini. 

The letter was given a quasi-of- 
ficial character when it also was is- 
sued as a Government communique. 

“The writer of this letter is in a 
position to tell. you—confidentially 
—that were he to be offered the 3,- 
500,000 Czechs (there are about 10,- 
000,000 Czechs and Slovaks in 
Czechoslovakia), Hitler would de-

— The French 
Government placed its hopes of 
peace today on the efforts of 
Premier Chamberlain of Britain to 
solve the Czechoslovak crisis by his 
personal talk with Adolf Hitler, 

Although the Frenca indicated 
Premier Daladier had taken the 
initiative in urging Chamberlain in- 
to the extraordinary step, sources 
close to the Foreign Office said, 
they had little idea what turn the 
interview might take. 

These sources said only that the 
question of a plebiscite for the 
Sudeten Germans of Czechoslo- 
vakia nad been excluded. 

This point of view was made 
known late last night, and con- 
tradicted a growing belief in diplo- 
matic quarters yesterday that 

France was ready to support such a 
plan—by which the Sudetens could 
vote to be annexed by Germany. 

Chamberiain’s Courage Praised. 

While French commentators were 
unanimous in praising the courage 
of the British Premier’s move, they 
were divided on the chances of his 
persuading Hitler not to use force 
to gain the Sudeten demands, 
which now center on their right of 
elf determination.” 

The majority, however, consid- 
ered the mere fact that Hitler had 
agreed so quickly to see Chamber- 
lain was a happy sign, which might 
mean an eventual peaceful settle- 
ment. 

Others were unable to see what 
such a settlement could be, except 
the granting of Sudeten demands 
—described by one as giving Hitler 
a victory without forcing him to 
fight for it. 

The main nope of peace, accord- 
ing to semiofficial governmental 
circles, rested in the feeling that 
until now.

Chamberlain and Hitler Contrast 
Sharply in Personality, Careers 


Briton Cool but Humorless, Though Noted for 
Unusual Acts—Hitler’s Moods Mercurial, 
Mind Imaginative, Poetical.

BERCHTESGADEN, Germany, 
Sept. 15.—There are few parallels 
to Prime Minister Chamberlain's 
suddenly telegraphed request for an 
invitation to drop in on Reichsfueh- 
rer Hitler. There have been diplo- 
matic conferences in many strange 
places, but perhaps none before on 
a Bavarian Alp, in a glorified Al- 
pine chalet,-except the fateful Hit- 
ler conference with Kurt von 
Schuschnigg that preceded Ger- 
many’s annexation of Austria 
March 13. 

The British think Chamberlain is 
a genius at doing important things 
at unusual times. He spent the 
best part of his youth on a bar- 
ren island in the Bahamas. He did 
not marry until he was 42 years old. 
He did not enter the House of Com- 


at 69, he determined to enter un 
airplane for the first time in his 
life to make one of the most spec 
tacular diplomatic moves in modorn 
history. 

Chamberlain took over the Prime 
Minister’s official residence at 10 
Downing street, London, May 28, 
1937. He was known as “the safest 
man in England”—he was “too dull 
to be dangerous,” some said. 

His political record, his high wing 
collar, his religious faith and his 
dry, humorless voice all suggested 
peace and safety, sobriety and tran- 
quillity. 

In his first speech as Prime Min- 
ister, Chamberlain said, “I place 
strong reliance upon personal con- 
tact between influential statesmen.”

The Sudeten Germans formally 
demanded annexation by Germany 
today as Britein’s Prime r, 
Neville Chamberlain, met Adolf 
Hitler for a talk which Europe 
hoped would avert war over the 
Czechoslovak crisis. 

A proclamation, signed by Sude- 
ten Leader Konrad Henlein, assert- 
ed “It is definitely impossible for 
Sudeten Germans and Czechs _ to 
live in the same state.” 

Shortly after the proclamation 
was issued a general strike was 
called at Reichenberg, fourth larg- 
est industrial center in Czechoslo- 
vakia, six miles from the German 
frontier. Sudeten crowds shouted 
demands for union with Germany. 

Official circles in Prague report- 
ed Henlein had left the country, 
after issuing his proclamation. It 
was reported but not confirmed 
that some of the Sudeten German 
leaders weer sought on charges of 
treason in connection with the an- 
nexation proclamation. 

In London the Government ar- 
ranged to call Parliament to hear 
Prime Minister Chamberlain’s re- 
port of his conference with Hitler. 

The official German news agency, 
DNB, said in a dispatch from Neu- 
gersdorf, Saxony, near the Czecho- 
slovak frontier, that war prepara- 
tions in northern Czechoslovakia 
were alarmingly on the increase, 

The Prague Government, mean- 
while, dispatched more troops and 
tanks to suppress disorders involv- 
ing its Sudeten German minority 
in towns along the western and 
northern frontiers. The army and 
the police were ordered to act 
swiftly with all the force necessary 
to stop the clashes in which at 
least 23 persons have been killed 
in the last three days, 

The French Government, which 
was said to have taken the initiative 
in urging Chamberlain to visit Hit- 
ler, placed its hopes of peace in 
the Berchtesgaden conference, but 
sources close to the Foreign Office 
said they had little idea what turn 
the interview might take. 

The Italian press was quick with 
praise of Chamberlain for his trip 
to Germany. 

At the same time, an open letter 
to Viscount Runciman, British un- 
official mediator of the Sudeten dis- 
pute, published in Premier Mus- 
solini’s Milan newspaper, Il Popolo 
d'Italia, advocated that Czechoslo- 
vakia be divided into racial states 
“to save Europe a war.”

More Common on East Side. 


On the East Side policy betting 
is far more prevalent in proportion 
to St. Louis than is handbook gam- 
bling. The East Side does not pro- 
duce many large horse-racing bet- 
tors. Moreover, East St. Louis’s pop- 
ulation is 25 per cent Negro, and 
there are adjoining Negro commu- 
nities to the north. The annual 
betting on poliey in this district 
amounts to about $2,000,000, mak- 
ing a total for the metropolitan

Meeting places can be in homes 
or stores or saloons. They are usu- 
ally shabby. . They are the gather- 
ing places for the 4000 policy writ- 
ers, who really keep the game 
alive, A policy writer gets 25 per 
cent of all the bets he collects, and 
he can obtain 40 per -cent if he 
Plays it back into the game him- 
self. The writers have definite dis- 
tricts which they comb daily, 
drumming up business. 


Most players take the game seri- 
ously. They don’t win often, but 
they just miss winning on many 
occasions. Then they are likely 
to blame themselves for failing to 
see something that was obvious. 
Here is a typical story: 


A player who works in a garage 
picked an old parking lot ticket 
off one of the cars. The numbers 
on the ticket were 47-11, and he 
played them. When the drawing 
came out he had not won, but he 
noticed that the numbers 49 and 
28 were in the winning column. He 
looked back on the ticket and 
found that it had been issued by 
a parking lot at 4928 Delmar boule- 
vard.

here. That occurred some years 
ago when John J. Hurley, Repub- 
lican committeeman from the 
Twentieth Ward, who lives on the 
edge of the Negro district in north- 
‘central St. Louis, had started a 
game. 

Hurley was arrested on complaint 
of a player who said he was unable 
to collect $1050 which he won in a 
drawing. The Police Department 
ordinarily refuses to be a collec- 
tion agency, but the case was pre- 
sented to the grand jury, which re- 
fused to vote an indictment. De- 
tectives say tnat Hurley, who now 
works in a handbook shop, had 
everyone’s sympathy, because the 
winning numbers had been ob- 
tained ahead of time. 

Murdock and Pohlman, who con- 
trol the East Side game, are own- 
ers of the Mounds Club, the gam- 
bling resort near the Fairmount 
Race Track which operates sporad- 
ically. They also have a liquor 
company in Bast St. Louis and a 
slot machine syndicate, and they 
cultivate the field of politics assid- 
uously. An income tax case against 
Murdock has been dragging 
through the courts since 1929. 


Rival Groups Are Neighborly. 

The East Side and St. Louis 
groups of operators get along sur- 
prisingly well for gamblers, and a 
fair share of the East Side business 
is actually done in St. Louis. On 
the basis of this, the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation once stepped 
in and arrested a group of East 
Side writers as they were coming 
across the “McKinley Bridge, but 
the case against them broke down 
for lack of evidence. 

In St. Louis there hasn’t been a 
conviction in a policy game case 
in 20 yedrs. At least one raid is 
made every night by the gambling 
squad, but it is perfunctory. A few 
Negro policy writers are hauled to 
Police Headquarters, all are re- 
leased on bond and that is the end 
of it. 

For police the same difficulty ex- 
ists as with the handbooks — they 
need as evidence marked money 
and proof that the money has ac- 
tually been put in a lottery pool. 
To do this would require the arrest 
of the operators, managers and 
writers, all. connected with one 
drawing. . 

An elaborate system has been 
devised by the operators for the 
surreptitious exchange of the slips 
showing the drawing and the slips 
indicating the bets.

PRESS PLAYS UP 
ANNEXATION PLAN 


Gives More Attention to 
Henlein’s Suggestion 
Than to Chamberlain’s 
Visit to Hitler. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Sept. 15. — DNB, the 
official German news agency, re- 
ported today in a dispatch from 
Neugersdorf, Saxony, near the 
Czechoslovak border, that war pre- 
parations in Northern Czecno- 
slovakia were alarmingly on the 
increase. 

The dispatch said the Czecho- 
clovak state police and gendar- 


_ merie had been greatly augmented 


and that additional classes of army 
reserves had been called to the 
colors. 

The population of the en 
border regions, DNB declared, was 
in a panic. 

(In Prague Government authori- 
ties, replying to questions contern- 
ing troop movements along }jthe 
frontier, said there was no excep- 
tional military activity.) 

The proclamation of Konrad Hen- 
lein, Sudeten German leader, de- 
manding annexation of the Sudeten 
regions by Germany received 
greater prominence in the German 
press today than even the visit of 
Prime Minister Chamberlain to 
Berchtesgaden. Headlines much 
larger than usual proclaimed Hen- 
lein’s demand. 

Foreign diplomats expressed the 
opinion that the proclamation was 
carefully timed to confront Cham- 
berlain at Berchtesgaden with a 
new situation. 

Some foreign observers saw in the 
demand for annexation without 
even the formality of a plebiscite @ 
clever move by Henlein to save 
Chamberlain trom embarrassment. 
These observers said that a plebis- 
cite, in spite of its ostensibly demo- 
cratic aspect, would raise the ques- 
tion of a dangerous precedent. 

If a plebiscite were applied to the 
Sudeten issue in Czechoslovakia, 
they asked, what would prevent 
Chancellor Hitler from demanding 
plebiscites on European territories 
lost to Germany as a result of the 
World War, such as the Polish cor- 
ridor, North Slesvig, which went 
to Denmark, Eupen-Malmedy, now 
Belgian, and the South Tyrol, now 
Italian. 

Beyond that, anxious diplomats 
here asked, might not German prop- 
aganda in Germany’s war-lost over- 
seas colonies precede demands for 
prebiscites for African Negroes on 
a possible return to Germany.

Dropping of Member of ‘Minority Faction : 
FAL. 0 of Old Row Over Barring 


Operator of Damaged Car Ad- 
mits Leaving Scene 
After Accident. 


Oliver Morrell, newspaper vendor 
at Grand boulevard and Easton 
avenue, was seriously injured at 
6:35 o’clock yesterday evening 
when run down at the intersection 
by an automobile, the driver of 
which failed to stop.

avenue, standing on the southeast 
corner, told police he saw an east- 
bound sedan with white walled 
tires pass several machines on the 
outside, strike Morrell and con- 
tinue on. 
Car and Owner Found. 

Police found a car answering that 
description with the radiator shell, 
right headlight and right cowl light 
damaged, parked in the 1100 block 


of Glasgow avenue. Nearby, at 


2904A (rear) Gamble street, they 
arrested a Negro who gave his 
name as Lennie Sanders, residing at 
the Gamble street address. 

At the Lucas Avenue Police Sta- 
tion, Sanders made a signed state- 
ment, in which he said he had 
driven in from Wellston, accom- 
panied by an acquaintance, and 
stopped for an automatic signal at 
Grand. When the light changed, 
Sanders said he passed around sev- 
eral cars ahead of him and was 
moving about 25 miles an hour by 
the time he had crossed. the in- 
tersection. He saw Morrell but was 
unable to avoid him, he continued, 
and after hitting him became excit- 
ed and continued on.

Volksbund Convention. 


Another flare-up in the dispute 
that caused directors of the Ger- 
man House to deny use of the build - 
ing to the Amerikadeutscher 


Volksbund for its convention last 
November, occurred last night 
when nine of the 13 directors voted 
to suspend Ewald Kreft, secretary 
of the Federation of German 
Societies, from the beard. 

Although Kreft was not elected to 
the board until in January, mem- 
bers of the board told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today that 
the suspension resulted from the 
board’s refusal to “allow the Ger- 
man House to be used for certain 
purposes.” Kreft was a member of 
the minority group on the board 
which worked last year with the 

pro-Nazi Volksbund. 

Kreft's organization. sponsored 
the 1937 German Day picnic at 
Gray’s Grove, in St. Louis County, 
where the swastika was displayed 
with the American flag and the 
National Socialist Horst Wessel 
song was sung. When it was un- 
able to obtain grounds for a picnic 
this year, the federation called off 
its plans, but Kreft arranged a pic- 
nic at Corisande Beach on the 
Meramec River. There were no 
flags of any kind, no “Sieg Heil” 
for Hitler and no singing of the. 
Horst Wessel song. a 

G. A. Hoehn, member of the Ger- 
man House Board, who acted as 
secretary of last night’s meeting, 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 


that Kreft was present when writ- 
ten and oral were pre- 
serited, but did not defend himself. 
He quoted Kreft as saying: I 
can’t say yes, and I can’t say no.” 

The dispute apparently came to 
a head at the board’s regular meet- 
ing last Friday night, when Kreft 
vigorously opposed conversion of the 
German House beer garden into a 
parking lot. After that meeting, 
Kreft told reporters that one of 
his fellow directors tried to strike 
him in the face. The fracas re- 
sulted in the call for last night's 
special meeting. 

“The written report stated that 
Kreft had made many insinuating 
remarks about other directors and 
officers of the German House, 
Hoehn said. “One witness said he 
had overheard, some of the re- 
marks. Mr. Kreft and another 
member did not vote and two mem- 
bers were absent.” 

“At the time we refused permis- 

sion to the Volksbund to meet in 
the German House, the directors 
felt that we couldn’t have a politi- 
cal fight there. We still feel that 
way. At least 50 per cent of the 
organizations using the building 
are not German, and we cannot af- 
ford to offend them.” 
Hoehn said the suspension would 
remain in effect until the January 
meeting of stockholders, when 
Kreft will have an opportunity of 
appealing from the board action. 
The suspended director was elected 
for a three-year term.

GEORGE of Georgia, who 
succeeded in yesterday’s primary 


election in overcoming the Roose-| 


velt purge, is a dignitary of por- 
tentious gravity, prone to indolence 
when not aroused. 

Born 60 years ago in Webster 
County, Georgia, the son of a ten- 
ant farmer, he dwells willingly, in 
his stump speeches, on the priva- 
tions of his boyhood life, and the 
sacrifices made by his parents, 
Robert and Sarah e, to give 
him an education. He attended the 
common schools, and was graduat- 
ed in 1901 from the law department 
of Mercer University, at Macon. 
This is a Baptist college, designed 
primarily for the training of clergy- 
men. To its influence the Senator 
probably owes something of his air 
of ministerial solemnity. A 

Apparently he earned, in part, the 
expense of his schooling. A sup- 
porter in the primary just ended 
said that George was washing 
dishes to pay his way through col- 
lege when sundry “parlor pinks” 
were reveling in luxury at the Har- 
vard Law. School. | 

Started Law Practice Early. 

George was admitted to the bar 
immediately after graduation, and 
began practice at Vienna, Ga., 
where he resides in a modest frame 
cottage. His wife, the former Lucy 
Heard, an alumna of the Southern 
Female College at La Grange, is al- 
ways on duty at his campaign head- 
quarters and accompanies him on 
his speaking tours. They have two 
sons, Heard Franklin and Joseph 
Marcus. 

Six years after hanging out his 
shingle, George was named Solici- 
tor-General of the Cordele Judicial 
Circuit. Five years more raised 
him to a judgeship in the Superior 
Court of the same circuit. For nine 
months, in 1917, he served as a 
Judge of the Georgia Court. of Ap- 
peals, resigning to actept an ap- 
pointment as Associate Justice of 
the Supreme Court of Georgia. He 
was elected to the United States 
Senate in 1922 to fill a vacancy 
caused by the death of Thomas E. 
Watson, and was re-elected both in 
1926 and 1932. 

Length of Service. 


His 16 years in the upper cham- 
ber enabled him to make a telling 
point against his New Deal oppon- 
ent, United States District Attor- 
ney Lawrence S. Camp, who has 
never been a member of Congress. 
By availing himself of the rule of 
seniority and repeatedly electing 
the same men to Senate and House, 
the South has been able to acquire 
an influence in national politics 
out of proportion to its numerical 
representation. George stressed the 
fact that, in length of service, he 
is the eleventh ranking: member of 
the Senate. He is chairman of the 
Committee on Privileges and Elec- 
tions, and a member of the power- 
ful committees on Finance, Foreign 
Relations and Civil Service. 

From his entrance into the Sen- 
ate, George’s reputation as a 
learned judge and his pontifical 
manner, carried almost to the ex- 
treme of a theatrical pose, created 
among his colleagues a definite awe, 
which has not yet wholly subsided. 
His addresses are still listened to 
with considerable attention. On 
occasion, he can be stirred by 
anger to a deed of courage. He 
was the first Senator who ventured 
to measure strength in debate with 
Huey P. Long. 

George Takes Up the Gage. 

George was on the platform at 
Barnesville, Ga., when Mr. Roose- 
velt, while asserting his personal 
friendship for the Senator, declared 
him to be out of sympathy with the 
New Deals objectives, and added 
that if the speaker could vote in 
the Georgia primary, he would cast 
his ballot for Camp. George 
promptly snatched up the glove. 
“Mr. Roosevelt,” he said, “I regret 
you have taken this occasion to 
question my Democracy and attack 
my public record.

U. S. NEEDS NEW ECONOMIC 
CONSTITUTION, SAYS SENATOR 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Sept. 15. 
—United States Senator O’Mahoney 
of Wyoming, chairman of the New 
National Economic Committee, told 
oil men yesterday that the United 
States needs a new economic Con- 
stitution. i 

Addressing the National Petrol 
eum Association, he said that scien- 
tific progress, and ‘inability to turn 
it to national advantage, had result- 
ed in economic ills, and that only 
widespread changes in basic laws 
could remedy them. 

He said the present Constitution 
was created in order to right eco- 
nomic problems in the 13. original 
states when there were no monopo- 
listic tendencies, crowded areas or 
mass industries, and “a new Consti- 
tution is needed to right matters to- 
day.” 

“Business should not. be under 
arbitrary control of financial cen- 
ters,” said O’Mahoney. “Neither 
should it be under arbitrary con- 
trol of an individual or of the Gov- 
ernment. The Government has no 
right to control the private activity 
of men, but when we bear in mind 
that nine-tenths of the population 
enjoys an annual income of less 
than $2500 a year, then business, or- 
ganized on the basis of mass pro- 
duction, must realize that in some 
way the purchasing power of the 
masses must be improved.”

How well we have learned these lessons, time will 
tell. Certainly, we paid costly tuition in the form 
of blood and treasure and, if wisdom is hard to come 
by, we have taken the hard road. | 

Our concern over Europe must necessarily be deep, 
but it is not a narrow and selfish isolationist point 
of view to say that our first concern is with our- 
selves. That is to say, the United States, having 
failed once in an attempt to settle the destiny of 
Zurope, now must look to Burope to work out its 
own destiny. | 

We may think that Hitlerism is not only a menace 
to Burope but also a menace to the world; but this 
menace bulks far larger in France and Great Britain. 
If France and Great Britain feel that they are using 
their best judgment in permitting Hitler to consoli- 
date and enlarge his power, is it for the United 
States to interpose its judgment? The first line of 
defense against Hitlerism is in Europe, not here. 

However much we, as citizens, deplore the situa- 
tion in Burope, however deeply we feel about this 
or that aspect, our primary duty, we repeat, is to 
ourselves. And what course should we pursue at this 
time? 

It seems to the Post-Dispatch that the European 
crisis should stimulate us to put our own house in as 
perfect order as possible. In so far as our depressed 
economic condition is the result of rivalries and 
hatreds among ourselves, is it not time, viewed from 
the perspective of Europe’s difficulties, to er some 
of our petty squabbles? 

An economically sound America, capable of mak- 
ing its plenitude of resources meet the needs of the 
people, would be a brilliant example in an insane 
world; moreover, it would serve as an automatic 
warning against any Power which might have de- 
signs inimical to our interests in any part ef the 
Western Hemisphere, and it would safeguard us 
against either Communism or Fascism within aur 
own borders. 

The plight of Europe should cause us to declare 
a truce among ourselves; to quit useless bicker- 
ing and name-calling; it should cause the President 
and other high officers of the Government to allay 
any suspicion of hostility to business, and it should 
cause business to give the administration a little 
more realistic co-operation. 

This is asking for much. But, if we could see 
ourselves from the standpoint of the peoples of 
Europe, with their gas masks, their bombproof shel- 
ters, their mobilizations, their constant terror, per- 
haps our own situation would seem, by comparison, 
marvelously fair. Perhaps, in gratitude for the 
peace and security we enjoy in the United States, 
we could get together in the interest of an even 
greater America. 
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WEBSTER GIVES UP.

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A START TOWARD THE SCHOOL SURVEY. 

The Board of Education has voted to invite Dr. 
George D. Strayer of Columbia University to confer 
with members on plans. for the long-discussed St. 
Louis school survey. This is an encouraging. indica- 
tion that the board is responsive to the public. de- 
mand for such an inquiry (it would be the first in 
22 years), and is preparing to get it under way. 

We hope, however, that debate over minor details 
will not delay launching the survey at the earliest 
possible moment. It should be possible to settle in 
short order the question of how the survey's finances 
will be handled. The scope of the investigation ought 
by all means to be all-inclusive, if it is to have the 
maximum value. Obviously, an educator and school 
administrator should be im charge of the work, and 
Dr. Strayer has been recommended by a competent 
committee, composed of leaders of the American 
Association of School Administrators. 

It should not take long to get details from Dr. 
Strayer as to the cost, how the work is to be done 
and other information. The public, deeply con- 
cerned as it is about the welfare of its children and 
its schools, wants the job started as quickly as pos- 
sible, and on a wholly full and free basis.

O long as a majority of American fami- 
lies find a doctor’s bill either something 
they can’t hope to pay or something that 


will entail a nightmare of sacrifice and 
scrimping, they are going to keep on feel- 
ing that “something must be done about it.“ 

‘They may be a bit vague about the precise 
working out of “socialized medicine,” but. it 
sounds good to them, Sooner or later, if 
we may judge by the free schools, free land, 
old-age pensions and other facts which 
Americans once got to thinking of as their 
right, they will push it into legislative form, 

That type of emotionalism is not hard to 
understand, Legislators and occupational 
groups have always had to deal with it and 
they always will, 

What is hard to understand is the emo- 
tionalism with which organized medicine 


has met it. 


One of the most striking facts 


about the whole controversy is the intensely 
emotional tone which the leadership of or- 
ganized medicine adopts in its opposition to 
any change from the traditional, individual- 
istic, fee-for-service system. Whenever doc- 
tors write or speak on “medical economics,” 
they are likely to sound a note of last-ditch 
fighting against impending doom. 


* * * 


They know the limitations of the fee- 
for-service system. They know that almost 
a third of American families cannot possibly 
pay the fee and that at least another third 
find a serious illness or the “run of sick- 
ness” which is apt to happen in any family 
one of the major economic catastrophes of 
life. They know also that under this system 
people tend to put off going to a doctor 
until the trouble becomes severe and per- 


haps incurable. 


And they know that even 


in 1929 a third of American physicians had 
a net income of less than $2500—not enough 


to 


keep up their professional efficiency. 


The medical profession knows and is con- 
cerned about these facts, though their dis- 
tastefulness sometimes leads it to play them 
down in an argument. 

On the other hand, enough impartial 
studies have been made of the European sys- 
tems of compulsory health insurance and 
tax-supported medicine to show that they 
also have their defects. Rightly or wrongly, 
most American physicians believe that a 
system of medicine modeled on one or a 
8 of the European plans would 


entail political control, increase 
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group practice and group prepayment—as 
distinguished from state medicine. These are 
not under state auspices and are not fi- 
nanced by taxation. The aim has been to 
bring the cost of medical service within the 
reach of low-income groups. 

The general method has also been the 
same: a contract to furnish medical serv- 
ice, usually combined with hospital service, 
to a large number of families on a pre- 
payment basis. By thus spreading the cost 
of illness over the year and over a large 
group of people, these pioneering organiza- 
tions seem to be proving that it is pos- 
sible for every family above the level of 
indigence to pay for a good grade of med- 
ical care and at the same time free itself 
from the gnawings of worry, “What if some 
of us should get sick?” 

The plan has economic advantages also. 
The doctors are being paid for working with 
groups whose care has hitherto been partly 
charity work. In all the organizations I 
know of, the staff physicians are on a salary 
scale which places them among the most 
opulent half of their profession, besides 
being freed from the worry of overhead 
and .collections, The staff retain absolute 
control of all professional phases of the 
service. In a word, here is a type of or- 

n which if developed might serve 
as an alternative to state medicine, 

Instead, organized medicine has chosen to 
regard these experiments as “entering 
wedges” toward state medicine, and has 
fought them by every weapon which came 
to hand. 


The medical societies apparently have not 
realized the depth of the general feeling that 
something is wrong with our medical sys- 
tem. The people never need to know actual 
pefcentages in order to feel that conditions 
are unsatisfactory and to be deeply resentful 
when an organized profession resists any 
change from the status quo. Something very 
like a patients’ revolt is in the making.

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THOMAS WOLFE. 


THOMAS WOLFE DIES 
OF BRAIN INFECTION 


Novelist,, Author of ‘Look 
Homeward Angel,’ Succumbs 
at 39 in Baltimore. 


By the Associated Press. 


BALTIMORE, Sept. 15.—Thomas 
Wolfe, novelist, died today at 5:30 
a. m. of an acute cerebral infec- 
tion. He was 39 years old. 

The author of “Look Homeward 
Angel” underwent two operations 
at Johns Hopkins Hospital Satur- 
day. He had fallen ill of pneumonia 
in 
Seattle when an infection began 
and spread to his kidneys and 
heart. He was brought here. 

With him last night, when his 
condition was described as “very 
grave,” were his mother, Mrs. Julia 
E. Wolfe and his brother, Fred, 
both of Asheville, N. C. 

Wolfe was instructor of English 
at New York University when 
“Look Homeward Angel” was pub- 
lished in 1929. The book, as long 
as four ordinary novels, describing 
Asheville, where Wolfe was born, 
ditinguished him among the young- 
er American novelists. He was 
given a Guggenheim fellowship and 
went abroad to write after 1930. 

Seven years later, after he had 
published two short novels— The 
Web of Earth” and ‘A Portrait of 
Bascome Hawke“ —his second ma- 


ko jor work appeared. This was “Of 


Time and the River,” a 900-page 
effort. 

Wolfe, six feet, seven inches tall, 
and proportionately heavy, usually 
wrote on top of an electric refrig- 
erator because the height was ex- 
actly right for him. He wrote in 
longhand, using ordinary ledgers 
and tearing the sheets out as they 
were filled.

Independents’ Officer Says La- 
bor Act's Purpose Is to 
Stamp Out Such Groups. 


By the Associated Press. 

PITTSBURG, Sept. 15. — Regi- 
nald Boote of Ilion, N. T., secre- 
tary of the National Council of In- 
dependent Unions, said today the 
“concealed purpose, the real pur- 
pose” of the Wagner Labor Act 
“was to stamp out all unaffiliated 


or independent unions whose mem- 
bership is confined to employes of 


one company.” 
Asserting he presented the view- 


point of independent unions and 
unorganized laborers, Boote ufged 
in an address before the National 
Small Business Men’s Association 
that the Wagner Act be “rewritten 
almost in its entirety in the inter- 
est of all workers, and the public,“. 
he added: 

“The coercive, one-sided provi- 
sions of the Wagner Act are not 
American. They are not demo- 
cratic!” 

Plea to Roosevelt. 


A resolution introduced. by J. 
Raymond Tiffany, association coun- 
sel, proposed that President Roose- 
velt “be respectfully urged to as- 
sert to the country that the major 
social objectives of the New Deal 
have been reached and business be 
assured that it may proceed to- 
ward recovery.” 

W. A. McDonald of Flint, Mich., 
interjected: We wouldn't believe 
it it he said it.“ 

The resolution was referred to 
the Resolutions Committee for ac- 
tion. 

In six proposed objectives, the 
Resolutions Committee urged the 
association, to seek “Government 
retirement from business competi- 
tion; repeal of all laws under which 
Congress has delegated any of its 
powers under the guise of emer- 
gency; surrender by the executive 
of all delegated blank check pow- 
ers and return of relief to the 
states; amendment of the Wagner 
Act, and pay-as-you-go. policy for 
Social Security.” The committee 


,affirmed its belief “in the consti- 


tutional guarantee of free speech 
with specific reference to press 
and radio.” 

Address by Senator Bridges. 

Senator H. Styles Bridges (Rep.), 
New Hampshire, declared in an ad- 
dress last night that he was con- 
vinced the time is near when busi- 
ness is going to get what he called 
a fair deal from the Government. 

He said “it is vain to hope that 
such treatment will emanate from 
the White House Congress 
can, and I hope will, pass legisla- 
tion which will encourage business 
and put the country back on its 
feet.” 

He suggested as “vitally neces- 
sary steps” by the next Congress 
the balancing of the budget, tak- 
ing Government out of competition 
with business, amending the Wag- 
ner Act with appointment of a non- 
partisan administration board, and 
overhauling the tax structure. 

C. Wayland Brooks of Chicago, 
Republican candidate for the Gov- 
ernorship of Illinois in 1936, de- 
clared that business is under a di- 
rect attack from Government. 

Another speaker, L. J. Taber, 
master of the National Grange, told 
the delegates that America must 
determine “whether it desires co- 
operation or regimentation ... We 
must choose between democracy 
and dictatorship and finally we 
must decide between the gospel and 
the philosophy of hate.”

Roosevelt, as leader of his party, 
has been taking defeat, Mr. Roose-/ the 
velt, the President and the indi- 
vidual, still rides a high wave of 


popularity. 

We think Mr. Roosevelt since the 
winter of 1936 has been in a run- 
away mood and that he has greatly 
over-estimated his speed. That, to 
generalize, was why the purge met 
its come-uppance. He also took bad 
advice and accepted amateur man- 
agement. 

The chief lesson of the purge has: 
to do with what representative gov- 
ernment is all about. Making due 
allowance for the many other is- 
sues that entered into the pri- 
maries, public resentment against 
anything approaching one-man rule 
was by far dominant. That resent- 
ment runs deep. Mr. Roosevelt. de- 
manded yes-‘men. He didn't get 
them. His defeats were of precisely 
the same stuff that brought disas- 
ter to his court packing plan and 
the reorganization bill. 

Therein we believe can be found 
the answer to the enigma of Mr. 
Roosevelt's high popularity in the 
broader sense and his unpopularity 
on certain specific tests. Because 
of his social ideals his prestige is 
still high. For them. the people 
love him. But, whenever he moves 
to jam things through with de- 
mands of complete obedience from 
all who disagree, the people fear 
him. This fear is accentuated by 
what they see of one-man govern- 
ment abroad. They will have none 
of it here. Analyze Mr. Roosevelt's 
record and you will find the one 
spot where he always trips. 

And if he doesn’t quit it that ele- 
ment of love will decrease as the 
element of fear increase—the trend 
the poll shows will continue—and 
Mr. Roosevelt’s influence will ulti- 
mately be set aside.

Board Reduces Them 20 Pet. 
“To Force Economies by 
Tax-Spending Bodies.“ 


| 
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A 20 per cent reduction in all 
real estate assessments in St. Clair 
County, Ill, was ordered by 
vote of the County 
Board of Review, meeting today 
in Belleville. The board an- 
nounced that the reduction, which 
will affect the taxes payable in 
1939, was intended to force eco- 
nomies by tax-spending bodies.“ 
This year’s total real estate as- 
sessment for St. Clair County is 
$84,650,755...The reduction voted by 
the Board of Review would bring 
that total down to $67,720,604, a eut 
of $16,930,151. 

The municipalities of East St. 
Louis and Belleville, which have 
reached the limit in their tax rates, 
will be seriously affected in rev- 
enue, as their receipts will be re- 
duced by the full 20 per cent. Some 
other taxing subdivisions of the 
county, which have not reached 
the limit in their tax rates, can 
raise the rates so as partly to off- 
set the reduction in assessments. 

This reduction,” the Board of 
Review said, “follows a study of 
present valuations of realty, and re- 
flects present decreases in value, 
and the recession. It also reflects 
the reduced income of the taxpay- 
ing public.” 

The board called atention to the 
fact that the re-assessment of real 
estate, required every four years 


by state law, would be due in 1939, 
and said its action should be a 
guide for those making the ro-as- 
sessment.

NTIL, “Information Please” 
U blossomed out as an N B O 

sustaining feature a couple of 
months ago, quis programs were 
pretty much like basement-bargain 
dresses—plenty of them and mostly 
cut to the same pattern. But “In- 
formation Please” turned out to be 
a French-room model, something 
with plenty of individuality and a 
little of hauteur. In the old-type 
quiz hours, the contestants were 
common, ordinary you’s and me’s 
who entertained the radio audience 
by displaying our individual and 
collective ignorance at the prompt- 
ings of pro-tem professors who pro- 
pounded questions aimed at. land- 
ing us in a quandary. “Information 
Please” turns the tables, applies the 
reverse English, and gives you and 
me the privilege of putting teacher 
on the spot. 


Broadcast every Tuesday evening 
over NBC-Blue Network, Infor- 
mation Please” places four ex- 
perts in stocks and lets the pub- 
lic tickle their toes. Clifton Fadi- 
man literary critic for the New 
Yorker magazine, acts as master of 
ceremonies, and in addition to the 
two permanent. members of the 
board of “experts,” Franklin P. 
Adams, the F. P. A.” of the famed 
newspaper column, “The. Conning 
Tower,” and John Kieran, scholar- 
ly sports columnist of the New 
York Times, who knows as much 
about literature as he does about 


lateral passes, there are each week . 


two visiting cranial cavaliers, who 
must face the collective curiosity of 
the country. Guest savants on the 
program so far have included such 
weighty minds as Paul de Kruif, 
celebrated scientist; Bernard Jaf- 
fee, author of “Outposts of Science” 
and “Crucibles”; Prof. Harry Al- 
len Overstreet of the Philosophy 
Department of the College of the 
City of New York; Marcus Duffield, 
day news editor of the New York 
Herald-Tribune; Lewis Hacker, his- 
torian and economist of Columbia 
University; Alice Duer Miller, not- 
ed novelist; Alton Cook, radio edi- 
tor of the New York World-Tele- 
gram; John Erskine, author, oom- 
poser and poet; and George 
Kaufman, Broadway producer and 
playwright of the razor-edge wit.

The program is unrehearsed and

Behind this unique quiz hour is 


dinary questionnaire. hours take 
their beatings and reasoned that 
it was time to have the worm turn 
and let the people who know noth- 
ing harass the people who are sup- 
posed to know everything. 

T had the idea all right Golen- 
paul explained the birth of “Infor- 
mation Please” to me the other 
day, “but it began to feel like Ben 
Hangover when I couldn't do any- 
thing with it. Everybody I ap- 
proached agreed that I had some- 
thing there, but they refused to be- 
lieve that I could ever persuade 
men like Fadiman and Kieran and 
Adams to appear on the program.

Now 
Golenpaul stays pretty much in the 
background, His name appears in 
none of the publicity releases, but 
the show keeps him working over- 
time.

School Course Not Enough 


to Develop Child's Char- 
acter, Says Columnist.

HE official reports tell us that 
many of thé criminals caught 
in the nets of the police aré 
young. They are at the time of 
greatest happiness, their youth. 


| What is wrong? 


Many officials point to the 
schools and say they are not do- 
ing their duty by the children. 'I 
will agree to that only if society 
says that the schools have done 
well what society allowed them to 
do — teach the subjects of the 
course of study. That is the limit 
of freedom any public school en- 
joys. It has no power to teach 
anything outside the course, and 
the course is in the majority of 
school systems, a book course. 
Studying out of books, even 
under the best and wisest of 
teachers is not enough to round 
child’s character. Character train- 
ing is a matter of personal exe 
periences, And that implies op- 
portunity for the election of cere 
tain kinds of behavior. If there 
is no chance for elected behavior, 
if behavior is imposed within a 
tigidly set code, as it is in most 
public schools in the world, the 
scope of the teachers’ work is ex- 
tremely limited. 


It ig true that we can teach 
truth and the beauty of truth 
through mathematics and its ak 
lied branches. We can teach 
ethics and the better way of life 
through history and its allied 
topics. And so on through the 
course of study. And the teachers’ 
examples are a powerful aid. But 
with all that there is something 
else to be remembered, a simple, 
elemental truth about human chil- 
dren. Few of them have the 
power to translate book teaching, 
bookish ideals, into ordinary, 
everyday behavior. They are too 
far away. Human children need 
experiences that can be felt, 
tasted, hefted, seen, constructed 
by their own efforts, to learn 
about life and its ways. 


I believe that the first step to- 
ward righteous living for children 
is a good diet. Well-nourished chil- 
dren, happy, well-adjusted children 
rarely get into trouble with the 
— 2 the children and you 
starve e criminals .

Happiness is a tonic influence on 
mind and body. Children live in 
schools if they have the chance. 
Having the chance means that their 
school allows.the children to stay 
alive for the hours they spend there, 
They have work to do, work they 
enjoy doing; work with their hands 
as well as with their heads; they 
play there, real play, not the 
hushed, muffle@ smothered play of 
the silent school; they have friends 
there, in the teachers and princi- 
pals; they can laugh and sing and 
work in earnest’ because life moves 
through the school building in 
much the same spirit as it moves 
along the streets. Only much 
cleaner. 


If society has given its children 
such opportunities as these then 
the blame for youthful crime must 
lie elsewhere. If society has fed 
the children heartily, if it has given 
them decent clean houses where it 
is easy for them to be clean, easy 
for them to sleep and rest and co- 
operate with the family—if society 
has built and equipped schools that, 
in their very layouts speak of liv- 
ing, working, singing children, then 
society is not to blame.
